THE NOMINEE FOR GOVERNOR. 
Roswell P. Flower, the Democratic nominee 
for Governor of New Tork, is a native of that 
State, born in the County of Jet.

Morton resigned from the House of Represen- 
tatives in 1881, Mr. Flowers was chosen to fill 
out the unexpired term and was elected to 
the succeeding Congress. At the close 
of this term, he resumed the 
business of banking. He now resides 
at Ithaca, N. T., but has a fine residence on 
Fifth avenue, in New York City. Mr. Flow- 
ers is Very wealthy, prominent in the politics 
of his State and has been regarded as an 
available candidate for the Presidency.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 16.—When Chairman

STARVING PEASANTS RESORTING TO 
PILLAGE AND MURDER. 


Two Houses Entered at Night and the 
Twenty-two Occupants Murdered — 
Brutal Treatment of Women—Soldiers 
Absent From Parades Severely Pun- 
ished—Foreign News. 


Vienna, Sept. 16.—Alarming accounts of 
brigandage growing out of the famine come 
from the South of Bugsia. Murders and out- 
rages are of daily occurrence. Bands of 
starving peasants haunt the roads and 
forests in the Caucasus, lyingin wait for 
travelers and resorting to pllage and mur- 
der. In many village@ a state of complete 
anarchy prevails. At Elizabethol, fifty brig- 
ands recently surprised two housesat mid- 
night, murdered the twenty-two occupants 
and then caroused, A) week ago a diligence 
was attacked in broad light. All the pas- 
sengers were poor women and giris. The 
hrigands murdered the former and stripped 
and assauited the latter. 


AFFAIRS AT THE VATICAN, 


CONSISTORY TO BE 
SOON. 

Rome, Sept. 16.—It is probable that the 
next consistory will be held within a few 
weeks. Oardinal Rotelli will receive the 
OCardinal’s hat and new Cardinals will be 
created as follows: Mgr. Sepiacci and Mgr. 
Ruffo Scilla for Italy; and Mgr. Thomas, 
Archbishop of Rouen, for France. The date 
of the consistory depends upon the con- 
clusion of the negotiations with Hungary in 
ragard to the occupation of the See of 
Prague, left vacant by the death of Cardinal 
Simor. 


THE NEXT HELD 


MIXED MARRIAGES. 

Investigations recentiy undertaken by di- 
rection of the Pope are said at the Vatican to 
show that mixed marriages between Catho- 
lics and Protestants usually have a bad effect 
on both faiths. Several bishops have ex- 
pressed the opinion to the Holy See that such 
mixed marriages should be made more dif- 
ficult. It is not yet known what decision the 
holy office will take on this subject. In any 
case, the question has been opened and will 
probably soon be determined one way or the 
ether. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


THE BILL GIVING BISHOPS GREATER AUTHORITY 
OVER THE CLERGY. 

Lowpon, Sept. 16.—If the bill giving the 
bishops of the Chureh of England greater 
authority over the clergy, in the interests of 
morality, was now before Parliament, it 
would probably pass with a rush as many of 
the clergy and of the ghurch are indig- 
nant over the existing situation. Rev. St. 
John Dearsiey, vicar of Wilmington, Sussex, 
was recently convicted for responsibility for 
a young girl’s ruin, and ordered to pay a 
weekly sum to the victim. He has now 
secured from the girl a full discharge on the 
payment of £100. Me still remains in his 
pastorate and shows no disposilion to resign. 
As his offense was only a misdemeanor, he 
can not be removed by the Bishop, and he 
continues in the pulpit, much to the disgust 
of the people of Wilmington, 


THE NEW ARCHBISHOP OF YORK. 

Dr. MacLagan has been enthroned as Arch- 

bishop of York with great pomp in the pres- 

ence of a large gathering of theclergy. The 

Duke of Cambridge, with several military de- 

tachments and bands, escorted the clerical 
procession. 


CAUSED A SENSATION. 


A NUMBER OF SOLDIERS IMPRISONED FOR BE- 
ING ABSENT FROM PARADES. 

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The Serliner Tageblatt 
gays: Two months ago the Captain of the 
First Company of the Thirty-seventh Fusi- 
lers, stationed at Kotoschin, found a sen- 
tinel asleep. On the- following Sunday, de- 
termined to pull the men together, the Cap- 
tain paraded them four times in succession. 
Twenty-one men were absent from the fourth 
parade, and were afterward found walking 
about the streets. They were arrested, tried 
by court martial and sentenced to tmprison- 
ment in a fortress for terms varying from 
eighteen to twenty-one months.

THE FAVORED NATIONS OLAUSE. 


CANADA OBJECTS TOIT AS CREATING UNNECES- 
SARY OBSTRUCTION. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 16.—Premier Ab- 
bott has given notice of an address tothe 
Queen, to be voted by both Houses. The 
memorial will say thatthe restrictions im- 
posed upon Canada and other portions of the 
empire by the so-called favored nations 
clause creates unnecessary and unjustifiable 
obstruction, wherefore the Senate and the 
House of Commons request the exemption of 
Canada from the provisions of the treaties 
with the German Zollverein and Belgium. 


TIRED OF LIFE. 


A Veteran’s Attempt at Suicide—Ended a 
Fast Life. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 16 -R. D. Boyd, 
a veteran. took poison yesterday. He used 
to be employed in the Hughes Hospital at 
Keokuk, and came to Washington to get a 
pension and employment. His case was de- 
layed, as he had no influence, and his money 
gave out. He was hungry, friendless and 
hopeless and swaliowed nux vomica in his 
room. His grcans were heard and his life 
was saved. The Pension Office will now put 

his claim rapidly. Boyd was a 
trooper of the Tenth Iowa Cavalry.

SIX MASKED MEN 


Hold Up and Rob an Express Train on 
the M., K. & T. Road. 

DENNISON, Tex., Sept, 16,—Express train 
No. 8, bound south on the M., K. &T. Rail- 
way, was held up by masked men last night 
at : 0’clock, The robbery took place at a 
small station (Lelietta) four miles north of 
Wagoner, the junction of the Arkansas Val- 
ley Railway andtheM.,K.&T. The follow- 
ing particulars are obtained from one of the 
train men: 

At 8:15 the train had slowed up to let off 
two passengers at the little depot out 
in the prairie. Just as it came to 
a stop two men climbed into the engine 
cab and presented Winchesters to the head 
of the engineer and forbade him to move the 
engine. Atthis moment two men entered 
the baggage cer and asked Baggageman Mc- 
Inch if he was the express messenger. 

No.“ said McInch, he is further up.’’ 

Both turned from the car and jumped off on 
the ground, where they met their confed- 
erates going up to the head end with the 
engineer. Here all ot them (six in number) 
congregated, having in charge the en- 
gineer and porter, who had run 
up from the rear. Three men climbed 
into the express car and covered 
Express Messenger J. B. Perrin with Win- 
chesters. One guarded Perrin while the 
other two went through the express matter. 
One bag of silver was found which the ex- 
press messenger threw out on the ground.

Just here the conductor,Jim Smith,came up 
and he verified Perrin’s statement. Thena 
few packages were broken open and one of 
the men confiscated a pdir of shoes, whereupon 
the men climbed down with Perrin in front, 
and all of them started for their horses, 
which were hitched at the stock pen. Perrin 
went with them, carryingithe swag. Arriving 
at the horses they relieved the messenger of 
his load, mounted their horses and left for 
the north. When leaving one of the men 
fired off a pistol, the only shot fired during 
entire transaction. The trainmen started up 
shortly and went into Waggoner, where 
the alarm was given and a posse of men 
started in pursuit of the robbers.

The express 
people are very reticent aboutthe robbery 
and will say nothing, but the robbery is cred- 
ited to the Dalton gang, who at present are 
making raids on trains, etc., in that country 
and it is very dangerous to carry money 
through that country onaccount of their 
depredations. The loss is reported at about 
$2,600, but this is not verified. 

Six men, all wearing masks made ot a red 
cloth, were engaged in the robbery. The 
leader, a tall man about 6 feet 2 inches, did all 
the talking, and was very polite in his de- 
meanor. All of the men are described as tall, 
slim fellows, quiet yet business-like in their 
demeanor. Already fully a hundred men are 
in pursuit, but owing to the rough country 
near, the robbers will probably escape.

Next she 
ga wa pistol fash and heard a loud report. 
The tall man did not fall at the first shot. Two 
others were fired quickly after and the tall 
man fell. The daughters of Mrs. Johnston 
corroborate this story. The police have 
strong evidence that the nippers on 
Curtis’ wrists belonged to Officer Grant. 
When searched at the station Curtis had lot- 
tery tickets on his person, and it is supposed 
he was afraid of the penalty when he tried to 
escape.

A GOOD HAUL. 


EMPLOYES OF THE BALTIMORE & OHIO ARRESTED 
FOR STEALING FREIGHT. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 16.—The arrest of 
Wm. Fowler and Jerry Morgan, employes of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Rallroad, charged with 
breaking into freight cars and stealing 
clothing, shoes and other articles, has led to 
the discovery of what is believed by Balti- 
more & Ohio officials to be an organized gang 
of car thieves. The losses by the taking of 
goods aggregate thousands of dollars. Fow- 
ler and Morgan were taken before Chief De- 
tective Grannon of the Baltimore & Ohio 
service. They made a full confession of the 
operations by which the goods were taken. 
They implicated Freight Conductors Morgan 
Rice and George Schultz, J. W. McKenna, 
who was yard clerk at Brunswick, and 
William Clark, a freight brakeman. Rice 
and Schultz have been arrested and taken 
to Frederick to await the action of the Grand- 
jury. The accused were allemployed by the 
railroad and were considered good men. The 
confessions stated that when a car of ready- 
made clothing was run into the yard one of 
the accused would destroy the manifest card 
attached to it. Then one of the conductors 
would write a notice reading: 

No manifest card; destination unknown, 

There isa rule of the road that any car 
which has no manifest card shall be side- 
tracked until inquiry can be made about its 
destination. While the car marked as above 
was side-tracked it was said the gang would 
enter itand take what was wanted. When 
the destination of the robbed car was ascer- 
tained it would be sent thither and the con- 
signees would enter claimsfor lost goods.

The State Board of Health Begins a 
Local Crusade. 


Dudley which will stir up a decided commo- 
tion among the practicing midwives of St. 
Louls. The communication consists of 
two lists prepared by Dr. Atkinson. One con- 
tains the names of certain mid- 
wives who, the State Board Secretary has 
discovered by investigation, are practicing 
midwifery without authority from the State 
Board of Health, as required by law, or with- 
out delng graduates of a college in 
good standing. The other is a list of 
midwives who are advertising themselves as 
doctors, physicians, or ladies’ physicians, 
when their license from the State Board of 
Health authorize them only to practice mid- 
wifery, and who are therefore also violating 
the laws. Accompanying these lists is a let- 
ter addressed to the Health Commissioner by 
Secretary Atkinson, in which that 
officer asks that the city health 
authorities take prompt action in 
the premises, as such action is necessary to 
aphold the authority and powers of the State 
Board of Health. 
THE LAW NOT ENFORCED. 

The causes leading up to this action of Dr. 
Atkinson are rather serious in nature and 
go to show that the laws enacted for 
the maintenance of proper sanitary precau- 
tion are not very thoroughly enforced in 
St. Louis. Following Dr. Atkinson's official 
communication to Health Commissioner Dud 
ley, a Post-DisrPatca reporter called on him 
to secure an explanation of its meaning. 
‘The State Board Secretary was not at all slow 
in expressing himself on the subject, and 
was evidently wrought up over the flagrant 
disregard of the board regulations controlling 
the practice of midwifery in St. Louls.

BILLIARD BALLS OF MILK. 


The Latest Novelty of Science Is a Sub 
stitute for Bone. 


From the New York Sun. 


Another substitute for bone, Celluloid, etc., 
in some of the tndustrial arts has been 
brought to public attention, the substance in 
this case being milk, its usefulness being ex- 
hibited inthe form ofcombs, billiard balis. 
brush backs, Knife handles and various other 
articles for which tvory, bone or celluloid are 
employed. In accom this casein, or 
the solids in milk, is reduced toa par- 
tially gelatinous condition by means of borax 
orammonia and then mixed with mineral 
salt dissolved in acid or water, which liquid 
is subsequently evaporated. 

The casein is placed in a suitable vessel, 
and the borax incorporated 
the proportion being ten kilo 
to three of borax, dissolved six litres of 
water, and, on the casein becoming chan 
in appearance, the water is drawn off, and to 
the residue, while still of the consistency of 
melted gelatine, there is added one kilo m 
of mineral salt held in solution of three litres 
of water. Almost any of the salts of iron, 
lead, tin, zinc, 1 1 or other minerals 
soluble in acid may used. On the mixture 
being effected, the solid matter is found sep- 
arated from the greater portion of the acid 
and water, and is then drawn off. 

Next the solid matter is then subjected to 
great pressure to drive out all possibile moist - 
ure, andthen to evaporation under great 
heat to remove any remaining moisture. The

Affairs of State Set Forth in President 
Diaz's Speech. 


THE RELATIONS OF THE REPUBLIC WITH 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES, 


A Liberal Reform to Increase Commerce— 
Banks Operating Regularly—Public 
Improvements Under Way-—The Chi- 
cago World's Fair—A Double Anni- 
versary. 


opened Congress last night. In his speech 
he said: ‘‘Our foreign relations are excel- 
lent. Ihave named a commissioner to the 
Monetary Convention at Washington, also a 
commissioner to arrange a treaty of reci- 
procity with the United States. The conven- 
tion with Guatamala for arranging the fron- 
tier limits has been extended two years. The 
Mixed Claims Commission of Guatamala and 
Mexico expired without finishing its work. 
Mexico is trying to obtain an extension of the 
time ofthe commission. Treaties of peace, 
friendship, commerce and navigation have 
been signed with San Domingo and Italy. 
The Mexican Government refused coal to the 
Chilian vessel Esmeralda, but after- 
ward consented to supply a small 
quantity, which was absolutely 
necessary for the sailing of the ship. The 
Chilian Junta asks for recognition, but we 
have Gemanded time for investigation, as we 
wish to be neutral. Diplomatic relations 
have been commenced with Japan, the Ar- 
gentine Republic and Russia. Mexico sent a 
commissioner tothe Geographical 

recently held in Switzerland. A new minis- 
try, that of ications and public 
works, has been established. A new sani- 
tary code has been promulgated. The penal 
code has been reformed. The school system 
has been improved. Mining is progressing.

The probability is that the Chilians un- 
derstand this as well as we do, and would 
not have it otherwise. If the escape of 
BALMACEDA has increased their resent- 
ment against us, it is because they suspect 
that our share in it has gone beyond his 
mere reception on our ships after he 
hadescaped.

Nearly a hundred more dele- 
gates to the Interstate Anti-Sub-Treasury 
Convention got in the city by the trains 
last night and this morning, and

U. S. Hall and sounded on their feeling to- 
wards the Pertle Springs Alliance action. 
The convention spent all of yesterday after- 
noon's session in discussing resolutions 
Offered by the Committee on Resolutions, of 
which U. 8. Hall himself was the 
chairman. The committee’s report 
was mainly a denunciation of 
the sub-treasury and land loan schemes and 
a bitter attack upon C. W. McOune, the 
Chairman of the National Farmers’ Alliance 
Executive Committee. Many delegates op- 
posed the clause concerning McOune, and 
Hall, who wasinthe chair, puta motion to 
adjourn while the motion for the previous 
question was pending. It was carried, and 
the whole rancorous debate was carried 
over to this morning. 
CARRYING OUT HALL’S PLAN. 

Last night the Committee on Order of 
Business got to work. This committee might 
be called much more appropriately a com- 
mittee to prepare plans for the work not 
only of this convention but of that part of 
the Alliance the delegates represent. This 
committee is composed of Rev. W. Fo 
Yeaman of Missouri, M. J. Wallett, T. J. 
Patillo of Texas, Eph. B. Wade of Tennessee 
and U. 8.

HALL ABSENTS HIMSELF.

The express was coming toward 
San Francisco from Los Angeles, and near 
Girard was notified of a small landslide 
whieh blocked the track. The slide proved 
to be of not much importance, but the train 
was brought to a standstill ona steep 
down grade. The air brake re- 
fused to work and the train 
went down the grade, through the tunnels 
Nos. 15, 14 and 18, into tunnel No. 12, where it 
fnally stopped. A freight train was sent 
along after the passenger to clear up the 
land-slide. The fagman who was sent back 
to fagthe freight evidently did not do his 
duty, for the heavy train went on and 
crashed into the rear of the passenger train. 
Col. Wm. Harney, Manager of the Golden 
Gate Woolen Mills, was standing on the plat- 
form and was caught between two cars and 
instantly killed. A. C. Baldeman of Los 
Angeles was cut about the head. Mrs. Hea- 
ley of Los Angeles had her back burt and 
Miss Spring of Illinois was severely bruised.

Waiting for England's Explanation of 
the Mitylene Incident. 


ITALY’S SUDDEN ACTIVITY OBBATES 
MUCH ANXIETY.

A New Phase of the Hastera Question—The 
Designs of France and Mussia Dale 
by Great Britein—Emyeror William's 
Words at Historic Erfart-A Frenob 


General's Blunder. 


Lonrpow, Sept. 16.—The question of the oc- 
cupation of Mityleneis still a mystery, al- 
though the island is within easy distance of 
Constantinople, Smyrna and Athens. The 
general belief is that an occupation has 
taken place, and that a few days will witness 
an explanation of the reasons that infiu- 
enced Great Britain in the matter. The ef- 
fect of the news of England's occupation of 
the island shows how closely every 
move is watched just now in 
every capital of Europe. The views 
advanced to account for England’s move- 
ment are various. According to dispatches 
to-day from Vienna the belief thereis that 
the Mitylene incident has both checkmafed 
and discomfted the plans of Russia and that 
probably no other attempt will be made by 
Russia to send war transports into the Medi- 
terranean. It is thought that Russia's plan 
probably included the sudden seizure of 
Constantinople and that the French fleet 
. would have to come to the ald of the Russians 
ma conflict. Events of the past few weeks 
make evident the ,fact that Rus 
sia and France have i strengthened 
their hold on the Sultan. The object 
of Russia is, according to the Austrian view, 
to secure the freedom of the Dardanelles and 
a revolution in Bulgaria, while France win 
try to force England out of Egypt. It is 
merely a question of weeks, perhaps of days, 
before these allied prospects will take prac- 
tical shape in action. 

Another factor in this new phase of the 
Eastern question is Italy. The intimate re- 
lation between the British and Italian 
cabingts, Italy being in closer relations with 
England than even with Austria and Ger- 
many, 80 far as informal official inter- 
coure is concerned, lend gravity to the 
authentic reports from Rome of Italy’s 


naval preparations. Inthis conneetion at- 
tention has been called to the existence of an 


agreement, entirely distict from the triple 


alliance, Detween Italy and Great Britain to 
maintain the existing status in the Mediter- 
ranean. The presence ofa Russian fleet at 
Constantinople might be regarded as dis- 
turbing the status ofthe Mediterranean, and 
Great Britain, in repelling the Russians from 
the Dardanelles, might feel justified in call 
ing tn the assistance of Italy. It is noted that 
neither Austria nor Germany has taken any 
such energetic steps as those of Italy to place 
their navies upon a war footing,and they ap- 
parently look upon the Dardanelles affair as 
an issue to be settled by England, Italy and 
Russia. 


EUROPE’S ARMIES. 


A FRENCH COMMANDER WHO PERMITTED HIS 
CORPS TO BE SURPRISED. 


Panis, Sept. 16.—The Temps says that Gen. 
Saussier, the Commander-in-OChief of the 
French army of maneuvers and the General 
who was looked upon as the manto take the 
supreme command ofthe French forces in 
case of war with Germany, allowed himself 
to be surprised and hemmed inby the ene- 
my’s cavairy on Sunday last. The Tempe 
adds that Gen, Boisdeffre, who was in com- 
mand of the force representing the enemy, 
not being desirous of capturing Gen.Saussier, 
allowed his cavalry to be put to filght by 
Gen. Saussier’s escort. Gen. Gallifet greatly 
distinguished himself in the French 
maneuvers, and proved himselfa tactician 
of the highest order. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM AT ERFURT. 

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—The Post says that in con- 
gratulating the Erfurt troops Emperor W1I- 
liam said Erfurt forms a serious point in our 
history. Here the Corsican Parvenu most 
deeply humbled us and most horribly treated 
us. From here also, in 1818, proceeded a 
stream of vengeance. I remember that for 
eight years my gracious grandfather’s sharp 
giance rested with satisfaction upon the 
corps then commanded by Gen. Blumenthal. 
Erfurt is, in fact, connected with great 
events. Lamconfident that the corps will 
retain its smartness under your excellency’s 
leadership. 


Emperor William’s words refer to the 
Congress of Erfust, following the treaty of 
1907 at Tustit. arran between Alexander 
of Russia and Napoleon, by which Prussia 
was robbed of eu much of ber territory. 


SWEEDEN AND NORWAY. 


RUSSIA'S DESIGNS IN THE SCANDINAVIAN er- 
NINSULA. 

Loxpox, Sept. 16.—A Stockholm dispatch 
says that the Swedes are generally opposed 
toany concession that would tmperil the 
union with Norway and that the Swedes will 
fight, if necessary, to prevent secession, The 
Swedes do not approve the pacific and tol- 
erant course of King Oscar toward Norway, 
and they want that country taught the les. 
son which, sooner or later it is expected to 
learn. 

The Norwegian disaffection is attributed to 
Russian influences chiefly. The Russians are 
anxiousto embroll Scandinavia, and have 
long been suspected of an ambitious eye upon 
the peninsula. The Norwegian demand for 
a more equitable disposition of authority has 
given Russia its chance and itis said the 
Swedish and Norwegian cities are swarming 
with Muscovite spies. Against them nothing 
can be done, as their papers areas a rule cor- 
rect, andthey cannot be readily dealt with 
on suspicion.

Delegates to the Chicago Convention 
Explain Why They Are Averse to Mr. 
Kerens’ Plan— There Must Be Unity 
Abroad or no More American Aid— 
Interest in the Convention. 


The impression is very rapidly gaining 
ground in Land League circles that Mr. R. C. 
Kerens will have a dificult time in securing 
any degree of support in the Irish- American 
Federation movement recently started in the 
Kast. As was fully stated in yesterday's Post- 
DISPATCH the federation movement is aimed 
to throw Parnell overboard and unite 
on some other leader. The platform 
is vigorously anti-Parnell from the beginning 
to the end. The precipitation of such a move- 
ment right on the eve of the National Con- 
vention called by President Fitzgerald of the 
Land League bas naturally caused a decided 
ripple among the Nationalists and Irish sym- 
pathizers generally. 

Dr. Thos. O'Reilly, 
Kerens looks to for support and 
co-operation in the new order, 
has given it out that while he regards the 
federation movement favorably he cannot 
accept any office init atthis time. He has 
been selected as a delegate-at-large to the St. 
Louis Central Branch to the National League 
convention, and he proposes to await the 
outcome of that meeting before he decides 
whether or not he will take an active 
port in the management of the Federation. 
Dr. O'Reilly has also stated that the home 
rule question must be fought for on the line 
of principle and not men. He does not be- 
lieve in subordinating this principle tothe 
question of whois the proper person to lead 
the Irish parliamentary forces.

The work is very effective, having 
the exact appearance of ‘‘gesso work, an 
ancient art which was revived in the South 
Kensington Art School last year, in London. 
Gesso work consists of a mixture 
of whiting and glue which can 
be applied to any material, and when dry 
may be painted in oils. It is used for almost 
any decorative purpose, taking the place of 
Lincrusta-Walton for the walls, and are even 
being used in the place of embroidery on 
dresses. In this work the colors are mixed 
directly with a substance which gives them 
body and produces the raised @ffect. The 
articles exhibited are flower pictures and 
panels, with painted background of ducking, 
canvas or bolting cloth.
